The open forum wiU be held at the Public School Auditorium 
beginning at 8 p. m. It will precede by one week the municipal 

election on April 11 when the 
three condidates receiving the 
top number of votes will be 
elected to the Council for four 
year terms. 

The forum is being sponsor¬ 
ed by representatives of many 
of the city’s organizations 
through the Coordinating 
Council. This council, a non- 
politjcal group, has helped di¬ 
rect the efforts of member or¬ 
ganizations in promoting this 
forum as a public service. 

John Conzelman, chairman 
of the Coordinating Council, 
said that the eight candidates 
would be presented with a list 
of problems that the reslednts 
of Sierra Madre would like dis¬ 
cussed. 

To further expand the com¬ 
posite list of questions to be 
answered, the Coordinating 
Council has placed a “sugges¬ 
tion bpx” in the office of the 
NEWS. Written questions to be 
included in this composite 
should be placed in the box 
before next Thursday. 

All candidates ore expected 
to attend the forum. Each will 
be given opproximately six 
minutes to speak. Later, writ¬ 
ten questions from the audi¬ 
ence will be presented to the 
candidates, Conzelman said. 

Only one incumbent is seek¬ 
ing reelection, William A. Kin¬ 
ney. Mayor Milton Stelnberg- 
er and Henry Nuetzel have de¬ 
clined to run. 

The other candidates are 
Francis Eakman, Virg S. Smith, 
Rebecca Colllgan, Alexander 
Black, Al S. Myers, Noren Eat¬ 
on and Arthur Hewitt.

No One Hurt 
In Wreck 


Complacency on the part of 
the American people in the 
face of ominous world danger 
signals was attacked Thursday 
evening by Buron Fitts, in an 
address before the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Lions. 

The former District Attorney 
for Los Angeles County and 
one-time State Lt. Governor 
declared that America must re¬ 
main militarily strong—“or we 
are doomed.” 

A strong advocate of rearm¬ 
ing, Mr. Fitts compared arma¬ 
ment figures of the United 
States and Russia, pointing out 
that America is definitely the 
underdog. 

Mr. Fitts said he was dis¬ 
turbed with this nation’s gov¬ 
ernment today. He claimed 
politicians “are chumming the 
world waters with American 
dollars to get votes.” 

Condemning the “lack of 
fight” spirit prevalent among 
Americans today, Mr. Fitts con¬ 
nected this attitude with the 
“alarmingly high number” of 
unsolved murder cases in Los 
Angeles County. 

Mr. Fitts, who currently is 
practicing law in Los Angeles, 
was County DA from 1928 to 
1941. 

According to Sterling T. Rip¬ 
ple, Lions Club member, the 
club will meet at Eaton’s this 
evening in an interclub meet¬ 
ing with Altadena and Pasa¬ 
dena clubs. The meeting will 
honor the District Governor for 
Lions District 4D.

It is impossible to expand 
except to the West.

at would mean a big increase 
in our ta.x rates since Sierra 
Madre w’ould then need a much 
larger Police'force, a paid Fire 
Department and certainly ad¬ 
ditional schools. The G. I. 
homes which would be crowd¬ 
ed together, bringing in many 
people, would be free from tax¬ 
es for one year but the city’s 
expense would be present. Who 
would pay them—you, the tax¬ 
payer of Sierra Madre. 

Our water was nearly ration¬ 
ed last year. We must keep 
what we have and provide 
more pumps if necessary to 
care for our own needs. 

Since the laterals are in, I 
feel that we should have sew¬ 
ers, We have grown beyond 
the limits of safety for cess 
pools, especially considering 
the crowded Canyon. 

We should have a clean city 
with proper lighting but not 
ornamental, plenty of stop 
signs but no traffic signals, 
good pavements and more 
school rooms. 

The several hundred chil¬ 
dren attending the Episcopal 
and Catholic schools have tak¬ 
en a great load off the tax¬ 
payer, but more schools are 
needed—not elaborate rooms 
and unused porticoes but well 
lighted and heated school 
rooms. 

There is no possibility of Si¬ 
erra Madre growing into a big 
city, why not be contented to 
keep it small, clean, charming 
and inviting to the type of 
people who in the past have 
done so much to keep the town 
an attractive place in which 
to live.

The character of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is not subject to drastic 
change. But the city's popula¬ 
tion is increasing and right 
along with it the city's prob¬ 
lems are increasing. 

I'm sincere in my desire to 
help work out city problems. 
Besides this desire, I believe 
I have on adequate background 
for the responsibility. For the 
past seven years I have watch¬ 
ed closely both state and coun¬ 
ty governments at work. Dur¬ 
ing the past year and a half 
I have attended every regular 
meeting of the City Council as 
a local new'spaperman. This 
also has helped give me an 
understanding of just what 
your problems are. 

For example, take the water 
situation. It is highly complex. 
But it is at the same time one 
of the most important prob¬ 
lems that ever faced this town. 
I am convinced that the prob¬ 
lem of water is being solved— 
but it must be pushed to com¬ 
pletion. The cost? Initially it 
will be negligible to taxpayers 
here. In the end, this water 
program will more than pay 
for itself. In fact, it may very 
well serve as a source of tax 
relief for Sierra Madre. 

The streets: We have about 
$95,000 in state and county gas 
tax money for repair of streets. 
This program too, must be 
pushed to completion immedi¬ 
ately. 

With increasing population, 
there is a 'greater need for con¬ 
sidering youth and recreation. 
A sensible and well-founded 
program cannot be overlooked. 

These are but three exam¬ 
ples of what the Council has 
before it. We all pay taxes, 
and we all want them as low 
as possible. But the important 
thing, and the practical thing, 
is: Do we get our money’s 
worth? Does our tax money 
give us what it should. I would 
demand, as a councilman, that 
the people get what they pay 
for, what they need and what 
they want from their Council. 
You can’t disregard either hu¬ 
man rights or property rights.

This delightful tour closely parallels the 
Mexican border as it tvinds its way through 
beautiful San Diego mountain country before 
descending into bountiful Imperial Valley, 
The trip is particularly attractive at night 
when vilhage lights arc visible for unbelievable 
distances and desert rock and sand formations 
appear strikingly weird. 

• No trip to this section of California would be 
complete without a visit to colorful San Diego. In a 
few hours, one may explore the world-famous zoo¬ 
logical gardens at Balboa Park (center photo), view 
the impressive fishing fleet at the harbor and motor 
through historically-important Old San Diego — 
where the metropolis began. 

• Leaving San Diego via either Calif. 94 or U.S. 80, 
the course soon swings into mountainous terrain. At 
Jacumba, a mineral spring spa which is supported 
chiefly by residents of Imperial Valley, many moun¬ 
tain cabins may be noted from the highway. 

• Mountain Springs Pass marks the point where 
the course leaves the mountain area and soon there¬ 
after the spacious desert scenery dominates the pic¬ 
ture.
